Fines Levied 


REGINA, Sept. 30.—!CP)—Two 
Regina business partners today 
were fined $16,000 each on eight 
charges of evading income and ex- 
cess profits tax while a corporation 
Was fined another $16,000 on eight 
similar charges. 

The proprietors of the La Salle 
Hotel, Ltd, George and Nick 
Kangles, earlier pleaded guilty in 
city police court to four charges 
of evading the income war tax act 
@nd four charges of evading the 
excess profits tax act. The La Salle 
corporation was charged similarly 

The total fine of $48,000 was ley- 
fed on evasions exceeding $243,000 
during the four-year period 1943-46. 

The case, believed the largest of 
fits kind to come before a Canadian 
court, was based on income tax 
evasions of nearly $49,000 and ex- 
cess profits tax evasions of more 
than $194,000. 

The amount owing, along with 
$27,000 accrued interest, had been 
paid by the defendants following 
government investigation. 

In sentencing, Magistrate W. B. 
Scott said he considered a $2,000 
fine on each of the 24 counts was

had suggested a fine of $72,000.

PARIS, Sept. 30—(BUP) 
—The Western Powers warn- 
ed today that the United 
States alone has enough 
atomic bombs to wage atomic 
war and appealed to the 
|United Nations assembly to 
indict Russia for blocking in- 
ternational control of atomic 
weapons. 

The United States joined Canada 
in asking the General Assembly's 
“judgment” of the American plan 
for international control of atomic 
weapons, and Russia's objections to 
it. The United States offer still 
stands, the Americans announced. 

The UN Assembly's _ political 
committee opened debate on the 
unsuccessful two years of effort 
by the Atomic Energy Commission 
to devise a control system, The 
United States and Canada took the 
lead. 

Amid the UN debate on atom 
bombs and on the eve of debate on 
the Berlin crisis, the French Com- 
munist party issued a sensational 
statement which said: 

“The people of France will not, 
and never will, go to war against 
the Soviet Union.” 

The Communist statement 


de- 


nounced the “instigators of war") 


and served notice that the people 
of France could prevent the out- 
break of an “imperialistic” war. It 
pledged the French Communist 
party to do everything it could to 
prevent the “instigators” of another 
war from putting “their criminal 
plans into effect.”

Keep Rats 
From Alberta 


Editor, Bulletin 
this opportunity to thank you 
for your assistance in bringing 
the ral problem to the attention 
of the general public, You have 
done much to awaken the interest 
of the people to the fact that Al- 
berta is ratefree, and that we 
should try to maintain this happy 
stale as long as we possibly can 
Just how long this Is going to be 
is not definitely known but from 
the information at my disposal 
it is my belief that it will not be 
more than five years 

My reasons for saying this is 
that I have been studying the rat 
situation in western Canada and 
the western United States for the 
past eight years, and during that 
time | have collected some very 
pertinent information on rat mig 
ration and invasion 

So far as we can determine the 
only reason why rats are not es- 
tablished here isto reduce it to 
its simplest terms-—because the 
main body has not yet reached 
here. If this appears to be too 
simple an explanation we should 
remember that 

1, Rats first became established 
on the prairies of Manitoba around 
1900, 

2. They appeared on the Mani- 
tobaSaskatechewan boundary 
around 1912-1914 

5. The cities of Regina and Moose 

Jaw became infested eround 1929,

These infestations were co-inciden- 
tal with the appearance of rats in 
the towns and rural areas to the 
north, east and south of these cit- 
les. 

4. The cities of Saskatoon and 
Prince Albert became infested 
around 1935 but only after the 
area to the east and south had be- 
come Infested. 

5. Around 1938 the rats reached 
the South Saskatchewan River at 
Elbow, Outlook and Riverhurst, As 
you know, the South Saskatchewan 
River passes through Medicine Hat, 
then turns and flows northeast 
through Saskatchewan to join the 
North Saskatchewan River at Prince 
Albert. As it is a very large river 
it was for a long time a very effect- 
ive barrier against the westward 
migration of rats. However, rats 
crossed the river in 1940 and are 
now well-established on the west 
bank. 

From the above it should be 
apparent that the westward mi- 
gration of rats has been a more or 
less steady effort. In so far as the 
rate per year of westward migra- 
tion is concerned it is doubtful if 
any precise figure can be deter- 
mined, because it must be borne 
in mind that rats are moving 
west from population pressure. 
They are also moving south and 
north from the same cause, In 
fact we found that there was one 
area in Saskatchewan which was 
surrounded by rat infested areas, 
yet due to favorable local condi- 
tions remained rat free for a long 
time, and eventually became in- 
fested by rats moving in from the 
west! 

While railroads, buses and 
trucks did bring a few rats into 
Alberta this method of introduc- 
tion was not a serious problem 
previously, because the chances 
of the rats escaping being seen 
and killed were very few. How- 
ever, now that rats are well- 
established a short distance east 
of the Alberta boundary, more 
and more of them are going to be 
introduced by railway, buses and 
trucks with a consequent decline 
in the chances of their being ob- 
served and killed, This statement 
is amply borne out by the num- 
ber of places that are now report- 
ing the occasional rat being found 
and killed, 

I would like to point out that 
because Alberta is rat-free we are 
from ten to sixteen millions of 
dollars better off annually than 
any other province in Canada 
That seems like a lot of money 
and it is a lot of money, Yet that 
is the amount of damage and 
destruction that rats can do in 
one year, Besides this it should 
be remembered that once rats 
become established they cannot 
be eradicated, Therefore it is up 
to the people, and particularly 
to the wholesalers, the manufac- 
turers, the elevator companies, 
the farmers, the packing plants, 
the flour and feed mills, the re- 
tail stores, the bakeries, the res- 
taurants and the householders 
generally, to do everything they 
can to keep rats from becoming 
established, For after all they 
are the people who are going to 
lose the bulk of the 10 to 16 mil- 
lions of dollars annually 

It is my belief that we have at 
most five years of grace. This is 
not a very long period of time in 
which to prepare, yet much can 
be done if the people will start 
now to organize a drive to keep 
rats out of Alberta

One of the most significant— 
and hopeful—aspects of the East 
West quarrel over Berlin is the 


manner in which France finds 
herself able to stand squarely 
beside Britain and the United 


States in charging Russia with 
menacing world peace, 

For those familiar with the 
situation it was @ moment of 
great drama when Foreign Min- 
ister Schuman confirmed French- 
British-American solidarity in 
addressing the General Assembly 
of the United Nations in Paris, 
He declared the three western 
powers had “exhausted every 
possibility of direct agreement” 
with Moscow The trio hadn't 
found even “a minimum of good 
will” in their talks with Rusisa 

True, that was mild compared 
with the emotional and fiery 
denunciations of Red tactics by 
Foreign Secretary Bevin. But 
there was a vast difference in 
the position of these two states- 
men, 

Schuman was bound to have in 
mind the economic and military 
weakness of his war-strickep 
country, He couldn't forget that 
the Communists have the largest 
single political party in France 


and have a powerful hold on 
Labor Clearly France must 
avoid war at al! hazards within 
reason. And she mustn't assume 
any attitude which would seri 
ously conflict with her funda 
mental policy of not allowing 


Germany again to become cap 
able of waging war 

Yet Schuman threw down the 
gauntlet to Russia, thereby en 
abling the three democracies to 
present a solid front at this dan 
gerous moment, Of this action the 
Times of London says Schuman 
left his hearers in no doubt of 
his government's determination 
to work for peace and a German 
eeillement in every reasonable 


way, while resisting every pres- 
sure With which the Soviet Union 
has tried or may try to force a 
decision on its own terms, And 
the Longon Daily Telegram 
points out that the French are 
uncomfortably near the Soviet 
armies of occupation and all too 
consclous of their own military 
weakness, 

Moreover that’s not the whole 


story, The defence ministers of 
the five western European alli- 
ance = powers—Britain, France, 


Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg—met in Paris last 
Monday to discuss plans for co- 


ordinating their military ree 
sources 
It was unofficially understood 
later from British sources that 
the ministers discussed @ pro- 
gram of joint action—even to the 
extent of mobilization~in the 
light of the tension over Berlin, 
They were said to have consid 
ered concrete measures in event 
the crisis developed into armed 
action 

There is a Possibility, as this 
column pointed out yesterday, 
that the UN may eplit over the 
Berlin imbroglio However, I 
think that will depend on the 
nature of the action taken by the 
UN in dealing with the charges 
of the democracies.

The report asked the church to 
urge governments to institute a 
“steeply graded tax on capital gains 
of beverage alcohol companies” 
and, in line with the British ex- 
ample, to increase taxes on beer, 
wines and spirituous liquors. 


CALL FOR STUDY 

A study of alcohol “to protect 
society against the evils and rav- 
ages of the drug,” also was recom- 
mended, this to be carried out by 
provincial health and education de- 
partments, 


The church council urged that 
in studying the present organiza- 
tion and operation of the liquor 
trade a Royal Commission inves- 
tigate and report upon “ .. such 
matters as government revenue, 
highway accidents, crime and law 
enforcement (and) political cam- 
paign funds.” 

Rev. J. R. Mutchmor ot Toronto, 
secretary of the Evangelism and 
Social Services Department, said 
lthere now is more money in the 
liquor industry, “six times over, 
lthan the richest gold mine in the 
world,”

Goering Predicted 
West-Soviet War 


Late Reich Marshal Thought 
Fight Would Be Unavoidable 


On trial for his life in Nuremburg, Reich Marshal Hermann 
Goering, first personage of Nazi Germany after the death of 
Hitler, dictated his opinions day by day to Werner Bross, one of 
his defence counsel. Among his last words were the predictions, 
related in today’s article, of an “inevitable” Western war on 
Russia, with Germany the real winner.—EDITOR,

“War is unavoidable if the western powers try to unite! 
their three zones of Germany into a buffer state against the 
Soviet Union, Hermann Goering said to me.

They’ll think at once of| 
me. Unfortunately, I shall be dead.” 

That was Goering’s consistent view of the future, as he 
came back to it again and again in our conversations in the 
interview room of the Nuremburg prison or in the formal 
statements he dictated to me: war between the western 
world and Soviet Russia, in which a Germany not only for- 
given but now conceded to have been right from the begin- 
ning, would be the spearhead of the western forces.
